MOR'lUARY  MEDALS  OF  GEORGE 
WHITEFIELD. 

George  Whitefield,  the  co-founder  with 
Wesley  of  Methodism  in  America,  was  born 
in  Gloucester  England,  Dec.  i6,  1714.  In 
1737  he  came  to  America  at  the  solicitation 
of  Wesley,  his  fellow  student  at  Pembroke 
College,  Oxford,  where  both  had  been  enihu 
siastic  members  of  the  “Holy  Club”  in  which 
the  denomination  of  Methodism  took  its  rise. 
His  impressive  oratory,  and  the  earnestness 
with  which  he  expounded  the  doctrines  of 
Christianity  soon  gained  for  nim  a position  of 
great  influence  among  the  masses  of  the  peo- 
ple, and  his  labors  bear  to-day  abundant 
fruits  in  the  development  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  America  to  a position  second  to 
none  in  the  number,  character,  and  intelli- 
gence of  its  members. 


George  Whitefield  died  at  Newburyport, 
Mass.,  Sept.  30,  1770.  He  was  to  preach 
there  on  the  day  of  his  death,  his  last  sermon 
having  been  delivered  at  Exeter,  N.  H.,  on 
the  day  previous,  but  death  came  at  6 o’clock 
in  the  morning.  His  remains  were  placed  in 
a vault  under  the  pulpit  of  the  “Old  South 
Church,”  corner  of  Federal  and  School  Sts., 
and  to  this  day  the  curious  may  still  see  the 
remains  of  this  great  divine,  shrunken  to  a 
skeleton  with  patches  of  skin  and  hair  ad- 
hering here  and  there.  The  medals  describ- 
ed, especially  in  the  legends,  are  characteris- 
tic of  the  religious  fervor  which  animated  the 
people  of  a century  ago.  Nos.  i,  and  2,  bear 
the  name  or  initial  letters  of  Holloway,  the 
English  medalist;  Nos.  3,  4,  and  5,  of  rather  in- 
ferior workmanship,  may  be  American  copies 
of  the  former.
